HOUSE OF COMMONS OF CANADA. 



Absence of Speaker & Members. — Every Member is bound to 
attend the service of The House, unless leave of absence has been 
given him by the House. 

If the Speaker leave the chair for 48 consecutive hours, the 
House is then at liberty to elect one of its Members to take his 
place during his absence. 

Adjournment. — The adjournment is a postponement of the pro- 
ceedings of a Session to a specified date. If at the time of the 
meeting there be not a Quorum, the Speaker may take the chair 
and adjourn. When the House rises on friday it shall stand adjourned 
untill the following monday. 

Bills {Private). — No petition for any Private Bill is recei- 
ved by The House after the first three weeks of each Session ; nor 
may any Private Bill be presented to The House after the first 
four weeks of each Session : All applications for Private Bills shall 
require a notice, clearly and distinctly specifying the nature and 
object of the application, to be inserted in English and French for 
two months, in the Official Gazette and in both an English and 
French paper published in the District affected or the next adjoining 
District. Each petition for Private Bills must be accompanied by 
a sum of Two hundred Dollars to cover expenses. 

Business op the House. — The ordinary Daily Routine of 
Business in the House shall be as follows : —

Cabinet. — The Cabinet is composed of thirteen responsible 
Ministers conducting the affairs of the Dominion of Canada. Each 
Province has in the Cabinet, a number of representatives in pro- ' 
portion to its population. The head of the Cabinet also called the , 
Premier, has trie choice of his Colleagues who together with him | 
assume the titles of: " Minister of Justice and Attorney General ; " 
" Minister of Militia and Defence ; " " Minister of Customs; " ! 
" Minister of Finance; " " Minister of Public Works; " Minister 
of Inland Revenue, " Minister of the Interior ; " " Minister of

Marine and Fisheries ; " " Minister of Agriculture ; " " Post Master 
General ; " " Secretary of State ; " u Receiver General ; " and 
" President of Privy Council. " 

Clerk op The House op Commons. — The Clerk of the House of 
Commons who is appointed by the Crown, holds an office of impor- 
tance and of great trust. He is responsible for the safe keeping of 
all the papers and Records of The House, and has the direction and 
control over all the Officers and Clerks in the Offices. He places 
on The Speaker's table every morning, previous to the Meeting of 
The House, the Order of the Proceedings for the day. He keeps 
a Record of the House's votes, proceedings and resolutions, and it is 
his duty to see that they are properly printed and distributed to 
Members. He has to read aloud all such documents as the House 
may order to be read: He has two Assistants whose duty it is to 
help the Clerk of the House during the Session, and to complete and 
finish with him the work remaining at the close of the Session. 

Commons. — See House of Commons. 

Debates. — No Member may speak twice to a Question, except 
in explanation of a material part of his speech in which he may 
have oeen misconceived. When a Member is speaking no Member 
shall interrupt him, except to Order. When Members have been 
called in, preparatory to a Division, no further debate is to be 
permitted. All persons admitted to hear the Debates have to keep 
silent, and gentlemen with their hats off ; and any one disturbing 
the House can be placed in the custody of the Sergeant at Arms. 

Journal. — A Journal has to be kept by the Clerk of the House 
a copy of which is delivered daily to His Excellency the Governor 
General. The Clerk of the House enters in this journal : the time 
of Ajournment and the names of the Members present when the 
House adjourns for want of a Quorum ; the reasons stated by the 
Speaker when ho is called upon to give a Casting Voice, and 
also the Yeas and Nays upon a Division ; provided a demand to 
that effect is made by 5 Members. 

House op Commons. — The House of Commons is actually com- 
posed of 206 Members, of which : — 

88 for the Province of Ontario. 

65 " " ' Quebec. 

21 " " Nova Scotia. 

16 " " New Brunswick. 

6 i( " British Columbia. 

6 '• " Prince Edward Island. 

4 " '• Manitoba. 

However the Number of Members of the House of Commons 
may be from time to time increased by the Parliament of Canada, 
provided the proportionate Representation of the Provinces pres- 
cribed by the Act is not thereby disturbed. 

On its first assembling after a General Election, the House of 
Commons proceeds with all practicable speed to elect one of its 

4 # 
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Members to be Speaker. Its duration is five years and no longer 
(subject to be sooner dissolved by the Governor General). The 
House has to meet at least once a year for the despatch of business. 
The time chosen for that purpose is generally in February and the 
Session lasts about two months. When all business is transacted aud 
the Estimates voted, the House then is closed. Besides the proroga- j 
tion there are also the adjournment and the dissolution. The former, ' 
means the postponement of the proceedings from one time to another 
specified for re-assemblage and the latter, puts an end to the repre- 
sentative character of the individuals composing the House ; and 
this is when the Governor General judges it necessary to make a 
new appeal to the electors for the interest of the public in general. ' 
The nour of meeting of the House of Commons is 3 o'clock 

&m. and 7£ o'clock p. m. and the debates are open to the public, 
owever a ticket of admission signed by the Sergeant at Arms is 
necessary to be admitted to hear them. 

Library. — No person shall be entitled to resort to the library 
during a Session of Parliament, except the Governor General, the I 
Members of the Privy Council and of the two Houses of Parliament, ' 
the Officers of both Houses, and such other persons as may ■ 
receive a written order of admission from the Speaker of either 
House. Members may personally introduce Strangers to the Library 
during the day time but not after the hour of seven o'clock, p. m. 

Mace. — The Mace is tho sign of the Legislative Authority which 
rests in the House. The Sergeant at Arms, who is responsible for 
its safe-keeping, places it on the table at the opening of each Session. 
It remains on the table all the time of the proceedings of the 
House as a body ; but it is taken off when the House is in Committee 
and at the close of each meeting. 

Meeting. — See House of Commons. 

Members. — The Members of the House of Commons are the res- 
pective representatives of the constituencies of the various Provin- 
ces of tho Dominion. They are elected by the people by Ballot, for 
a period of five years. 

Ministry. — See Cabinet. 

Private Bills. — See Bills (private.) 

Privilege. — Whenever any matter of Privilege arises, it is 
immediately taken into consideration. 

Questions put by Members. — Questions may be put to Minis- 
ters of the Crown relating to public affairs ; and to otner members, 
relating to any Bill, Motion or other public matter connected with 
the Business of the House, in which such Members may be concern- 
ed ; but two day's Notice must be given for leave for putting a 
Question. 

Quorum. — The Quorum of the House of Commons is of 20 mem- 
bers. When there is not a Quorum the Speaker can take the chair 
and then adjourn, the names of the Members then present are 
inserted in the Journal. 
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Sergeant-at-Arms. — Tho Scrgeant-at-Arms appointed by the 
Crown, is responsible for the safe-keeping of the Mace, and for the 
conduct of the Messengers and inferior Servants of the House. It 
is he who regulates the admission of Strangers to the House through 
Members, by Tickets for the Galleries. 

Sessfon. — The Session is tho term during which the House is 
assembled until its prorogation. A Session may be postponed from 
one date to another without being closed, but when all necessary 
business is completed, it is generally prorogued, or closed until the 
next year. 

Speaker. — The Speaker, chosen by the Members of the House at 
the opening Session of the first Parliament, is the presiding Officer 
of the House of Commons. He preserves order and decorum and 
decides Questions of Order. He takes no part in any Debate before 
the House, except when in Committee; but in case of an inequality 
of Votes, he gives a Casting Voice.

Library of Parliament. 

The Library of Parliament which contains 77,000 volumes is 
temporarily situated in the rooms to be occupied by the Picture 
Gallery, and will be transfered to the rotunda which is now nearly 
complete in rear of the central block. 

The Patent Office. 

In the upper story of the central wing of the Western Block, 
contains over 10,000 miniature models of all inventions patented 
in Canada since 1824. 

T/ie Lover's Walk, 

A charming promenade hidden on the side of the rock on which 
the Parliament buildings stand. This road which is over a quarter 
of a mile in lenght is wide and kept in good order, seats are placed 
here and there for the convenience of persons who want to enjoy

a solitary rest. From that place the tourist has a splendid view 
of the Ottawa river, in all its grandeur. 

The Canal Locks, \ 

Eight in number, are situated at the extremity of the Rideau > 
Canal. They are 134 feet long and 33 feet wide each. They were ! 
constructed between 1826 and 1832, by Colonel By, who gave his j 
name to this city formerly called By town. Their cost is £803.774. 5.5 j 
Sterling. Their object is to connect the Ottawa river to the , 
Rideau Canal which continues as far as Kingston on Lake Ontario. 

The Water Works, | 

Were constructed in 1874. Their hydraulic powers are situated ' 
at about a mile from the Parliament Buildings, at the extreme end 
of Wellington street. ! 

The Slides. 1 

Were constructed in 1832 by Mr. Geo. Buschanan to avoid the 
Chaudiere Fall and thereby facilitate the driving of the lumber 
going down towards the markets of Montreal and Quebec. They 
are 26 feet wide and 874 feet in length, and their slope is rendered 
nearly insensible by stops, placed at distances, from GG feet to ! 
380 feet between each. In summer the amateurs of sensation, find 
great pleasure in going down these slides on the rafts. This little ! 
trip although very agreable, might prove dangerous if not made ; 
with prudence. i 

The Chaudiere Fall. ' | 

So called, by the first travellers in this country, on account of 
its basin resembling a huge-kettle, (chaudiere being the french of ' 
that word.) It is situated at the western extremity of the City at 
a distance of about two miles from the Parliament Buildings, at 
the terminus of the street railway line. Its height is only 60 
feet but its immense volume of water nearly equals that of the 
Niagara Falls, and whirls as in a vast funnel, the width of the 
Ottawa river, immediately over, being about 500 yards whilst 
below it measures only about 50 yards. 

77ie Union Suspension Bridge, 

Was erected a liHlo below the Chaudiere Fall in 1843-44. An 
interesting peculiarity is. that a person standing halfway on this 
bridge has a foot in each of the Provinces of Ontario o*^d Quebec, 
the Ottawa river being the division line between the cwo. 

E. B. Eddy's Mammoth Factories, 
Situated in Hull at a short distance from the Union Suspension 
Bridge, are without doubt the most extensive of the kind in Canada. 
They consist of a saw-mill, and manufactures of Sashes, Doors, 
Blinds, Mouldings, Pails, Washboards and Matches ; the number of 
person employed in this last branch only, is nearly 400, whilst the 
total number of hands employed is 2000, men, women and children. 
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The Fire Alarm Telegraph. 

Of which the principal Office is situated at the City Hall below 
Klgin St. was erected in 1874 and serves as in other cities to trans- 
mit from one part of the city to another by means of electricity, 
the alarm in cases of tires, giving the locality of the conflagration. 

The Rideau Falls, 
Situated at the northern terminus of the street railway line and 
formed by the Rideau River, which precipitates itself into the 
Ottawa from a height of about 50 feet, dividing its waters as it 
goes down forming two sheets of water having the appearance of 
a- pair of large curtains. (These falls have to be seen in the spring, 
for in any other season the waters are not high enough to give a 
correct idea of them). Many go down to take shower baths for 
10 cents. 

Hull Iron Mine. 

This mine, owned by Mr. A. II. Baldwin, may be reached by a road 
of about two miles from the Gatineau river. Both the facilities for 
working the mine and getting out the products are good, as the 
mine is not worked by digging as is generally the case but is ap- 
proached sideways, thereby saving considerable expense. Wagons 
or sledges convey the products to the wharf on the Gatineau, from 
where it is .shipped to Cleveland by barges. 

Borthwick's Springs, 
These mineral springs, three in number, are situated 6 miles 
east of the city on the Russell Macadamized Road. There are good 
accommodations for invalid boarders, wishing to pass the summer 
season there. 

Caledonia Springs. 

These renowned mineral springs are at a short distance of the 
Capital, and may be easily reached. The distance from Ottawa 
to l'Orignal at which place the Steamers " Peerless " and " Queen 
Victoria " call every day, is 50 miles ; once there, the stages take 
the visitors to the springs (7 miles oft,) where accommodation for 
300 boarders can be had, in the spacious hotel lately purchased by 
Jas. A. Gouin Esq. proprietor of the Russell House in Ottawa. On 
the first of July, 1875, there will be a railway running from the 
warf to the springs. 

The Grotto of WahefieUh 

An immense natural cavern in a mountain at a distance of twenty 
miles from Ottawa, in the Township of Wakefield. Mr. Pelissier. 
on whose property it is situated, declares himself not to have been 
able to ascertain the depth. The interior is divided into compart- 
ments of irregular form and shape, the ground is not always of 
the same level. As a marvel this grotto is well worth a visit, 
and the road is in pretty good order as far as that place. The 
best road to follow, is the one on the right side of Gatineau 
river, going up. Trout fishing 8 miles further.

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RULES RESPECTING THE 
LIBRARY OF PARLIAMENT. 



A proper Catalogue of the Books belonging to the Library shall 
be kept by the Librarian in whom the custody and responsibility 
thereof shall be vested ; and who shall be required to report to the 
House through Mr. Speaker, at the opening of each Session, the 
actual state of the Library. 

No person shall be entitled to resort to the Library during a 
session of Parliament except the Governor General, the membors 
of the Privy Council, and of the Senate and House of Commons, 
and the Officers of both Houses, and such other persons as may 
receive a written order of admission from the Speaker of either 
House. Members may personally introduce Strangers to the 
Library during the daytime, but not after the hour of seven o'clock, 
P.M. 

During a Session of Parliament, no Books belonging to the 
Library shall be taken out of the Building, except by the authority 
of the Speaker or upon receipts given by a Member of either House. 

During the recess of Parliament, the Library and Reading Room 
shall be open every day in each week, Sundays and Holidays 
excepted, from the hour often in the morning untill three in the 
afternoon ; and access to the Library shall be permitted to persons 
introduced by a Member of the Legislature, or admitted at the 
discretion of the Clerk or Librarian ; subject to such regulations as 
may be deemed necessary for the security and preservation of the 
collection ; but no one shall be allowed to take any Book out of the 
Library except Members of the Legislature, and such others as 
may be authorized by the Speaker of either House. 

The Ciork of this House is authorized to subscribe for the 
newspapers published in the Dominion, and for such other papers, 
British and Foreign, as may from time to time be directed by the 
Speaker; and to import annually the continuation of periodical 
works in the Library. 
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During the recess of Parliament, no Member of either House not ' 
residing at the seat of Government, shall be at liberty to borrow or [ 
have in his possession at any one time more than three works from | 
the Li bran*, or to retain the same for a longer period than one ' 
month. I 

No other persons who may be privileged by card from the ; 
Speaker of either House to borrow Books from the Library shall | 
be allowed to have in their possession more than t vo Books at any ( 
one time, or to retain the same longer than three weeks, and all 
such persons shall return the books so taken when required by the 
Librarian. 

No Books of reference, or Books of special cost and value, may 
be removed from the seat of Government under any circumstances. 

At the first meeting of the Joint Library Committee at every 
Session of Parliament, the Librarian shall report a list of the Books 
absent at the commencement of the Session, specifying the names 
of any persons who have retained the same in contravention of 
either of the foregoing Rules.

A PROCLAMATION. 

T. FOURS! ER, ) WHEREAS in and by an Act of 

Attorney General, Cunada. } *' the Parliament of Canada 
passed in the 3Gth year of Our Reign chaptered 48, intituled: "An 
Act to provide for the inspection of Gas and Gas Meters," it is 
amongst other things in effect enacted, that after the date fixed by 
the Proclamation to be issued under the said Act, the only standard 
or unit of measure for the sale of Gas by meter, shall be the cubic 
foot containing sixty-two pounds and three hundred and twenty-one 
thousandths of a pound avoir-du-poids weight, of distilled water 
weighed in air at the temperature of sixty-two degrees of Fahren- 
heit's thermomether, the barometer being at thirty inches, except 
as relates to contracts made before the passing of the said Act now 
in recital, and in which a di tie rent unit of measure is adopted; 
which contracts if renewed, shall adopt the unit of measure above 
prescribed : And it is further enacted, that within as short a period 
as may be after the passing of the said Act, models of gas-holders 
measuring the said cubic foot and such multiples and decimal parts 
of the said cubic foot as the Minister of Inland Revenue shall deem 
expedient, and from time to time models of such further multiples 
and decimal parts of the said cubic foot as the Minister of Inland 
Revenue shall from time to time think necessary, shall be carefully 
made with proper balances, indices and apparatus for testing the 
measurement and registration of meters ; and such models shall be 
verified under the direction of the Minister of Inland Revenue, and 
when so made and verified shall be deposited in the Department of 
Inland Revenue: and copies of the models so deposited, verified as 
aforesaid, shall be used under such regulations as may be approved 
by the Governor in Council, for testing and verifying all meters 
used within the Dominion: And that models of the apparatus des- 
cribed in Schedule A of the said Act for testing the illuminating 
power and purity of Gas shall also be procured, and, after having 
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been approved by the Minister of Inland Revenue, shall Le deposited 
in the Department of Inland Revenue, and copied of the same mo- 
dels shall be used in the manner described in part two of the said 
Schedule A and in such further instructions not inconsistent there- 
with, as may be, from time to time, directed by Departmental 
legulations for testing the illuminating power and purity of Gas: 
And it is further enacted that so soon as the models and apparatus 
therein mentioned have been obtained and approved, the Governor 
in Council may isMie a Proclamation tixing a day, not less than six 
months from the date of such Proclamation, upon which the pro- 
visions of the Act now in part recited respecting inspection t hall 
go into operation : 

And Whereas in accordance with the above in part recited Act, 
models of gas holders measuring the said cubic foot, and such mul- 
tiples and decimal parts of the said cubic foot, as the Minister of 
Inland Revenue has deemed expedient, have been caiefully made 
with proper balances, indices and apparatus for testing the mea- 
surement and registration of meters, and such models have been 
verified under the direction of the Minister of Inland Revenue and 
have been deposited in the Department of Inland Revenue: 

And Whereas models of the apparatus described in Schedule A 
of the above in part recited Act, for testing the illuminating power 
and purity of gas have also been procured and having been approved 
by the Minister of Inland Revenue, have been deposited in the 
Department of Inland Revenue: 

And Whereas the models and apparatus herein mentioned have 
been obtained and approved as required by the hereinbefore in 
part recited Act : — 

Now Know Ye, that we do by this our Royal Proclamation and 
by and with the authority of the above in part recited Act, and by 
and with the advice of our Privy Council for Canada, proclaim, de- 
clare and tix the first day of Julv, which will be in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-five, as the day upon which 
the provisions of the above in part recited Act, intituled: "An Act 
to provide for the Inspection of Gas and Gas Meters," respecting 
inspection shall come into operation except in the Province of 
Prince Edward Island. 

Of all which our loving subjects and all others whom these pre- 
sents may come, or whom the same may concern, are hereby 
required to take notice and to govern themselves accordingly.

At Our Government House, in Our City of OTTAWA, this 
EIGHTEENTH day of DECEMBER, in the year of Our Lord, 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-four, and in the 
Thirty-Eighth year of Our Reign.

Present. 

HIS EXCELLENCY THE GOVERNOR GENERAL 
]N COUNCIL. 

WHEREAS it has been represented that large importations of 
Coal Oils are continually taking place at various ports in the 
Dominion, samples of many of which will not stand the tire test 
required by the Inland Revenue Act, 186*8, and amendments thereto ; 
also that large importations of certain products of Petroleum, such 
as Gasoline, Benzine and Benzole arc being made, such articles 
being vary explosive and dangerous at a very low temperature. 

His Excellency, on the recommandation of the Honorable the 
Minister of Customs, and under the provisions of the 17th section 
of the Act passed in the session of the Parliament of Canada, held 
in the 31st year of Her Majesty's Reign, chaptered 50 and inti- 
tuled : " An Act to increase the u Excise duty on spirits, to impose 
an excise duty on "refined Petroleum, and to provide forthelnspec- 
" tion thereof," has been pleased to order, and it is hereby ordered 
that with a view to the better regulation of the foreign Petroleum 
trade, and the security of the lives and property of \lev Majesty's 
subjects, the following regulations be and they are hereby adopted 
and established, that is to say. 

1" From and after the date hereof, the officers appointed to gun- 
ge and test spirituous lhjuors, wines, &c\, at the respective ports of 
Toronto and Hamilton, in Ontario ; the Port of Quelle, in Quebec ; 
the Port of St. John, in New Brunswick ; and the Port of Halifax, 
in Nova Scotia, shall be and they are hereby appointed Inspectors 
of imported Refined Petroleum at those Ports respectively ; and 
that the respective Collectors of Customs and Sub-collectors of 
Customs at all other ports and out-ports in Canada, shall be and 
they are hereby appointed Inspectors of imported Refined Petro- 
leum at their respective ports and out-ports, with power to employ 
in the actual process of testing such oils any officer or officers un- 
der their respective surveys whom they shall consider competent 
for that purpose. 

2 That the instrument to be used for testing all imported ri fined 
petroleum shall be the " Coal Oil Pyrometer," made by Charles 
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Potter, Toronto, Ontario, and all such petroleum as will not stand 
the fire test of 105 degrees, as required by said Pyrometer, as 
required by section 2 of chapter 15 of 24 Victoria, when used 
according to the instructions accompanying the same, shall be 
dealt with as may be ordered by the Minister of Customs in each 
case. 

3. That every package of imported Refined Petroleum, inspec- 
ted as before provided, shall be legibly marked or stamped in such 
manner as the Minister of Customs may direct. 

4. That no imported refined Petroleum, which will not stand 
the said Tost, whether designated as " Coal Oil," "Naphtha," " 
Benzine," " Benzole," " Paraffine" or other oil or fluid, distilled, 
manufactured or produced by any process or treatment whatever 
shall be admitted to entry for consumption or Warehouse in 
Canada, unless the Importer shall have produced a license from a 
Collector or other proper Officer of Inland Revenue, authorizing 
him to import and keep the same on hand.

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The attention of parties concerned is hereby directed to the 
provisions of the "Inland Revenue Act of 1875" (37 Vic, chap. 8) 
which came into force upon the 1st day of January inst. 

This Act is entitled " An Act to impose License duties on 
Compounders of Spirits ; to amend the "Act respecting Inland Reve- 
nue " and to prevent the Adulteration of Food, Drink and Drugs." 

Under its provisions all Compounders of Spirits must bring 
themselves under the supervision of the Department of Inland 
Revenue, by taking out a license for the carrying on of their 
business as such. Application for such licenses should be made to 
the Collector of the Inland Revenue Division within which such 
business is, or is to be carried on. 

That portion of the Act relating to the Adulteration of Food, 
Drink or Drugs will become operative only within Inland Revenue 
Divisions for which Analysts shall, from time to time, be appoin- 
ted, of which due notice will be given so soon as such appointment 
shall have been made.

These lands are situate in Manitoba and the North West TeVri- 
tories. 

The system of survey is rectangular, the township being six miles I 
square, divided into thirty-six sections of one mile square each, ; 
which latter are subdivided on the ground into quarter sections of ! 
100 acres each. | 

Sections 11 and 20, amounting to 1280 acres, in each township, 
are dedicated to the purpo>es of public schools. 

Sections 8 and 20 in each township represent the one-twentieth ] 
reserved throughout the " fertile belt " to the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany under the l)e{}d of Surrender. I 

Dominion lands open for sale or settlement may be purchased ! 
for cash at one dollar per acre, may be entered by Military Bounty | 
Warrant, or may be entered as homesteads for actual settlement. 

Homestead settlers pay a fee of $10.00 at the time of entry for 
the land, and are required to reside upon and cultivate the quar- 
ter-section entered as a homestead, for three years, upon which I 
they get a patent free. I 

The homestead settler has aUo the privilege of entering for an , 
adjoining quarter-section of land as a homestead reserve, of which ! 
he is admitted into immediate possession and cultivation, and for i 
which, on the completion of his homestead conditions, he may . 
acquire the full title on the pqyment of One dollar per acre. I 

Coal lands are not subject to the operation of the Homestead ) 
provisions of the Dominion Lands Act. I 

Persons desiring to carry on Coal mining in unsur\ eyed territory I 
may apply to purchase, sending forward the desci iption by a Do- 
minion Land Surveyor, setting forth generally the situation and 
dimensions of the land and accompanying the same by the price 
thereof, estimating the number of acres, which shall not exceed 
040, at the rate of one dollar per acre. 

The Minister of the Interior with the view of preventing undue 
monopoly in Coal lands, may in hisdiscretion, o*i a towmhip being 
surveyed, exempt from sale and settlement, the lands in such town- 
ship containing Coal, excepting those on which mining mxy have 
been carried on under the above regulation, and nviy subsequently 
sell or otherwise deal with the same in such manner as maybe 
deemed expedient by the Gjve :n >r in Cjun/d. 
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The Dominion Lands Act is not intended to apply to territory 
over which the Indian title may not at the time have been 
extinguished. 

The above is merely a synopsis of the law embracing the policy 
connected with the Administration of the Dominion Lands. Per- 
sons wishing more full and complete information are referred to 
the Dominion Lands Act.
